State officials report 


additional improvements are 
slated for Highway $4 


State, county and city officials 
from across Alabama were in attend- 
ance at a meeting on Friday, Sept. 
11, to discuss future improvements 
to Highway 84 and heard State 
Highway Director Royce King state 
that while plans to improve the 
cross-state highway were high on the 
department’s priority list he didn’t 
foresee funds available that would 
make it possible to four-lane the 
highway across the state. 

King told the large gathering in 
attendance at an Andalusia luncheon 
that he and other state officials were 
vitally interested in the improvement 
of Highway 84 and supported the 
work of the committee formed to 
organize improvement plans, but 
told those present that the necessary 
funding to four-lane the highway was 
nowhere in sight. 

Assistant Highway Director Tom 
Espy told the committee and those in 
the audience that the state had 
already placed an emphasis on 
improving Highway 84 and pointed 
out recent improvements to bridges 
in Clarke County, a statewide widen- 
ing project, the four-laning of a 
stretch of 84 in Ashford, construction 
between Wicksburg and Daleville 
and the widening of the bypass in 
Enterprise. 

“T urge all city and county 
Officials to attend public hearings 
when proposed highway improve- 
ments are to be discussed,’’ stated 


Espy, ‘‘and | also urge those people 
to support the plans of the state. To 
develop a ‘Developmental Highway 
System’ in Alabama three things 
need to be done; : 

1. The state finalizing plans for 
those areas needing work, 

2. The establishment of a system 
that will place every citizen within 20 
miles of a four-lane highway, and 

3, Committees forming that will 
work to discover special needs in 
areas not covered by the state.”’ 

“The local support and attend- 
ance at public hearing is imperative 
when discussions are taking place on 
highway improvement,’’ stated Sen. 
Crum Foshee. ‘If you don’t attend 
the meetings you may not get what 
you want. I am like you in that I 
would like to see Highway 84 
improved across the state, but you 
can’t just wish it done. It will take 
work and this committee is a step in 
the right direction.’’

Stevens Store robbed 


The Robert G, Stephens General 
Store, located in the Damascus 
Community, south of Elba, was 
robbed last week of approximately 
$2,000 in goods and money by a trio 
of burglars that fled in a pickup truck 
after being discovered by neighbors. 

Robert G, Stevens, owner of the 
store, reported that on the night of 
Thursday, Sept. 10, at approximately 
11 p.m. neighbors living across the 
road from the store heard noise 
coming from inside the store and 
went tothe store toinvestigate, They 
discovered three white men inside 
the store; however, the men fled the 
scene after spotting the neighbors 
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and reportedly fled in a pickup truck, 

Stevens reported the thieves took 
approximately $700 in knives, $600 
in cigarettes, $100 in cash, $200 in 
tools, a microwave oven valued at 
$150 and assorted other items during 
the robbery. Hundreds of pennies 
were found on the floor of the store 
and several quarters were found 
outside the store, apparently left by 
the burglars after being discovered.

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Parents & teachers voice concern 


about overcrowding in classrooms 


The Elba City School Board of 
Education met Thursday, Sept. 10, 
and faced a conference room packed 
with parents and teachers concerned 
about reported overcrowding in 
classrooms at the Elba Elementary 
School in both kindergarten and the 
first grade. 

Mrs. Carol Laney was spokes- 
person for the large gathering and 
told members of the school board 
that she and the other people present 
were concerned about the over- 
crowded classrooms in kindergarten 
and first grades at the Elba 
Elementary School and were seeking 
answers to the problem. 

‘‘T am afraid the overcrowding in 
the classrooms could prevent the 
students from receiving the 
individual attention they need in the 
early grades,’’ Mrs. Laney stated, 
‘and also prevent teachers from 
being able to provide the extra time 
needed by students who may need 
individual assistance. 

“Yast year the first grade had 
large classes, and after holding back 
16 students and combining them 
with the large class coming up from 
kindergarten this year, the classes 
are even bigger than ever. Is there 
any way the school system can 


employ an additional*teacher for’ « 


both the first grade and kinder- 
garten?’’ 

Elba Supt. of Education Billy 
Crews informed the board members 
that a total of 105 students were 
enrolled in the first grade in four 
classes, and in kindergarten there 
were 100 students in four classes. 

“The Elba City School System is 
presently eight teachers above the 
minimal number alloted by the 
state,’’ reported Crews, ‘‘and while 
we are all concerned about the large 
classes it would be financially 
unsound to add extra teachers at this 
time. 

‘‘T have held several conferences 
with elementary principal Sara 
Sharpless, and we have discussed a 
number of possibilities to help with 


the situation, including adding 
personnel and transferring per- 
sonnel from other areas. We have 
worked many hours trying to find a 
solution to the problem - and I agree 
we have a problem - but we need to 
wait until the budget is released in 
October before we begin adding 
personnel.’’ 

Teachers at the meeting ex- 
pressed concern about their ability to 
give students in kindergarten and 
first grades the quality of education 
expected and echoed the feelings of 
the parents that there were too many 
students in the classes to allow 
teachers the extra time to devote to 
the student who falls behind. 

The teachers remarked that the 
high number of _ first-graders 
retained was a result of the over- 
crowding, but also stated that if not 
for such a large number of students, 
even more students could have been 
retained for another year. 

Supt. Crews told school board 
members that he could not make a 
recommendation at the present time 
to alleviate the problem, but 
promised the board and _ those 
present that a solution could be 
worked out and would be worked out 
as soon as possible. 

\* Before the large delegation left 
the meeting, it also expressed dis- 
pleasure with the numerous fund- 


raising activities going on at the 
school. It was stated that various 
organizations at the school were 
constantly raising money through 
sales of items, and that at the 
present time elementary school 
students were selling candy for the 
PTO. 

One parent stated that the 
students were pressured into selling 
the candy and were told by a teacher 
that the student ‘‘would sell’’ the 
candy whether he wanted to or not 
and that the students were being 
exploited by salesmen who got them 
excited about the sales by promising 
gifts with large orders. 

The delegation was almost 
unanimous in stating that the 
constant fund-raising at the schools 
placed a hardship on the parents and 
the community and placed undue 
pressure on the students, who feel 
they must sell the items. 

Supt. Crews told the group that 
the board could take any action it 
wished about the fund-raising 
activities, but board members 
seemed reluctant to speak out on the 
matter and made no comments 
concerning the practice. 

In other action at the monthly 
meeting, the board: 

***went into executive session to 
discuss possible expulsion of a 
student, but tabled any action until 


the student and his parents could 
meet with the board; 

***approved the minutes of the past 
meeting and two special meetings as 
read; 

***approved the financial statement 
as presented; 

***was told that the State Supt. of 
Education had announced the end of 
proration and that the schools would 
receive almost $37,000 in back pay; 
***approved a field trip for FHA 
members to attend the South 
Alabama State Fair in Montgomery; 
***was reminded of the fall meeting 
of the District 3 School Board 
on Oct. 1 in Ozark; 

***anproved a resolution recogniz- 
ing the week of Sept. 20-26 as 
Alabama School Bus Safety Week; 
***approved a request to permit the 
band to participate in the LaFayette 
Marching Classic, set for Oct. 31 - 
Nov. 1 in Atlanta, Ga.; 

***approved the construction of a 
concrete walk from the music build- 
ing ot the gym; 

***employed Waylon Nelson on a 
part-time basis as a refrigeration and 
air conditioning repairman; 
***tabled a planned discussion on 
the results of the 1987 Stanford 
Achievement Test; and 

***was informed that the sales tax 
check for the month of August 
totaled $24,360.27. 


County Commission votes against road paving 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
Sept. 14, at the courthouse in Elba 
and voted 4-2 against a motion by 
Commissioner Eugene Bradley to 
pave the Sconiersville Road using 
borrowed funds. 

A committee comprised of 
Sconiersville Community residents 
was present at the meeting and after

intensive care unit now 


serving Elba area 


Elba area residents who have 
expressed concern about the stability 
and quality of ambulance service for 
those patients requiring transfers to 
out-of-town medical facilities can 
‘rest easy’? according to Elba 
General Hospital Administrator Paul 
Grummer, who announced this week 
that the hospital is now being served 
by a Dothan ambulance service and 
the Southeast Alabama Medical 
Center’s ‘Mobile Intensive Care 
Unit.”’ 

Grummer stated that Pilcher 
Ambulance Service, housed in 
Dothan, had been contracted to 
handle routine medical transfers 
from the Elba facility, and reported 
that all Pilcher attendants were 
registered Emergency Medical 
Technicians and that licensed 
paramedics were also on staff and 
used when needed, 

‘Pilcher will serve the Elba area 
well,’’ stated Grummer, ‘‘and will be 
able to handle all the needs of the 
hospital and community. The 
ambulance service is considered to 
be one of the finest in the state and 
we feel fortunate that it will now be 
available for our patients when 
needed,”’ 

The Mobile Intensive Care Unit, 
centered at the Southeast Alabama 
Medical Center in Dothan, has 
added a new. dimension to 
emergency services to the critically 
ill and injured of the tri-states area. 

The specially equipped unit is not 
in the general ambulance business 
and does not handle transfers and 
doesn’t compete with the local 
iescue squads; instead it is designed 
10 provide assistance to the existing 
services and provide interhospital 
transport of a critical care patient in 
a controlled medical environment 
with a highly skilled medical team 
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equipped with the most modern 
lifesaving equipment. 

The unit is equipped with the 
basic and high tech equipment 
necessary to transport the critically 
fll patient in a stabilized condition, 
and when the patient is inside the 
mobile unit the medical team has all 
the same equipment available at the 
most modern intensive care unit at a 
hospital. 

Major equipment on _ board 
includes cardiac monitors and 
defibrillators; | oxygen, — suction, 
intubation equipment, ventilators 
and ventilation supplies; IV pumps, 
cardiac balloon pumps; OB and 
pediatric care equipment; special 
equipment for the trauma patient 
and all necessary medication. 

The staff on the unit always 

includes a registered nurse, a 
pulmonologist and a_ registered 
emergency medical technician and 
will also include a physician when 
deemed necessary. 
, ‘The intensive care unit from 
Southeast Alabama Medical Center 
gives everyone in the tri-states area 
@ greater chance at survival in case 
of critical care situations,’ added 
Grummer, ‘‘and we in the Elba area 
are indeed fortunate to have this unit 
available seven days a week, 24 
hours a day. 

‘With the ambulance services 
provided in this area through the 
Elba Rescue Squad,  Pilcher’s 
Ambulance Service and Southeast 
Alabama Medical Center, we are 
guaranteed top quality medical 
service when it is needed,’’ stated 
Grummer. ‘‘l hope all the residents 
in this area are now comfortable with 
the services they have available. We 
at Elba General Hospital will always 
be here to help serve the needs of the 
public,”’ 
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being told no word had been 
received from the governor’s office 
ona request for state funding for the 
project, requested Commissioner 
Bradley to follow through with his 
earlier pledge to make a motion to 
pave the road. 

A committee spokesman told the 
commission that the road was 
impassable in rainy weather. and that 
residents on the road needed mail to 
receive medicine and that school 
children on the road had to walk to 
the end of the road because school 
buses would not attempt to travel the 
road when wet. 

Bradley made the motion to pave 
the 2'%4-mile stretch of roadway and 
the motion received a quick second 
from Commissioner Damascus 
Crittenden; however, when the vote 
was taken on the motion it died by a 
vote of 4-2 with Commissioners 
Jimmy Bryan, Sid Averett, Robert 
Stevens and Billy Eagerton all voting 
against the motion, 

Commissioner Bryan stated, 
“There are other dirt roads in the 
county in just as bad a shape as this 
road and I can’t see borrowing the 
money to pave this road without 
paving all the other roads in the 
same shape.” 

Commissioner Bill Faulk echoed 
Bryan's sentiments and stated, ‘I 
haven’t lost hope that the state will 
come through and help us pave the 
road, and I assure all the members of 
this commission are concerned and 
intend to pursue the matter to get 
the road paved; however, there are 
other roads in the same shape and to 
pave this one and not the others just 
isn’t being fair.’’ 

In other action at 
meeting, the commission:

Anyway, here goes -- and this is a 
reprint from a previous September 
nursing home article - so I hope you 
won't mind the repeat. 

As we know it now, September is 
the ninth month of the year; 
however, it was the seventh month in 
the old Roman calendar, and its 
name comes from the Latin 
‘‘septem,’’ meaning ‘‘seven.’’ It 
became the ninth month when Julius 
Caesar changed the calendar to 
make the year begin on January 1 
instead of March 1. September has 
always had 30 days. 

September symbols: The 
Morning Glory is the flower for the 
month, and sapphire the gem. 

Holidays during the month 
include Labor Day, the only legal 
public holiday in September; five 
Jewish holidays are celebrated in 
September or early October; and 
Citizenship Day and Constitution 
Day are observed on the 17th. 
Constitutional Convention delegates 
signed the Constitution on that day 
in 1787. 

Incidentally, let me remind you of 
the celebration in observance of 
Constitution Day, on the lawn of our 
beautiful and historic courthouse 
Thursday, Sept. 17; so make your 
plans to be there if possible and 
stand up for America!

for as he told us, ‘‘l always wear a 
cap and I always wear overalls . . . 
I’ve worn one pair of pants in my life 
and a boy said, ‘I don’t know you Mr. 
Floyd - go back and put on your 
overalls,’ and I’ve never had on 
another pair of pants!’’ 

He is rather tall and has the 
prettiest blue eyes, and as he 
proudly informed us, ‘Il had them 
checked last week and I don’t have 
cataracts or anything, and | don’t 
even wear glasses.’’ 

Mr. Floyd was born August 1, 
1934, in the town of Woodland, 
located in Randolph County. He just 
celebrated his 53rd birthday and 
looks so young, and when | 
commented on his youthful appear- 
ance, he laughed and said, ‘It’s 
walking up and down all those roads 
in the summertime and winter time - 
that’s what does it!’’ Think I'll start 
walking, Mr. Floyd, if that’s what 
makes you look young! 

He is one of four children born to 
the late Mr. and Mrs. Willie Edward 
Sears. Mrs. Sears was the former 
Connie Lou Jones and passed away 
in 1977, Mr. Sears was a farmer and 
passed away in 1950. 

He told us he attended Woodland 
High School until the 7th grade and 
“Tl liked school.’’ 

Mr. Floyd’s two brothers are: 

Hoyt Rufus Sears, who resides in 
Douglasville, Ga., and is a farmer. 
He is unmarried. 

Billy Sears, who also resides in 
Douglasville, Ga., and is a farmer. 
He too is unmarried. 

Mf. Floyd’s only sister is Peggy 
L. Carpenter, who makes her home 
here in Elba with her husband Ben. 
Peggy is the owner/operator of the 
Young World of Learning Kindergar- 
ten and Day Care, and Ben is 
employed with Dorsey Trailers.

Kristina is 24 years of age and is 
employed with the Alabama National 
Guard fulltime as an ES. She is 
unmarried. 

Dana is 20 year old and employed 
with Amoco Fabrics in Roanoke as a 
lab technician. She is not married. 

Ronda is a senior at Handley 
High School in Roanoke, where she 
is a drummer with the band. 

Mr. Floyd’s three nieces lovingly 
call him ‘‘Floyd,’’ and Peggy told us, 
“They are very protective and loving 
toward their Uncle Floyd,’’ and 
laughing Peggy said they told her 
when she brought him to Elba, 
‘‘Now, Mother, you be sure to take 
good care of Floyd!’’ 


Mr. Floyd came to the Elba 
General Nursing Home in rather a 
circuitous way. Fairly new to Elba, 
he was admitted tothe nursing home 
March 16, 1987. 

His mother took care of him in 
their home in Douglasville, Ga., until 
her death in 1977; then Peggy 
took him to Roanoke and placed him 
in his own home where he lived by 
himself with her help and assistance, 
until he moved to a mobile home on 
the farm Peggy owned. He 
remained there until she moved to 
Elba and had him transferred from 
Traylor’s Nursing Home in Roanoke 
to the one here. 

She is currently trying to get him 
placed in what is called a ‘‘group’’ 
home, as she feels he would be 
happier and get more exercise in a 
place such as that. 

When asked if he liked the 
nursing home, he quickly replied, 
“Yes, I like the nursing home, and 
the food is pretty good, except I wish 
they’d give us some blackeyed peas 
and pinto beans!’’ How ’bout that! 
Any of you readers ever have any 
blackeyed peas and pinto beans you 
could share with Mr. Floyd??? 

Mr. Floyd told us that during his 
lifetime he had sawmilled, mowed 
grass for a man from 7 a.m. to 
6 p.m. who mowed lots of folks’ 
yards; and for about three yards he 
worked at Pinko Chairs located in 
Austell, Ga., which is near Atlanta, 
making folding canvas chairs. 

When asked if he enjoyed being 
outside, he nodded his head vigor- 
ously and said, ‘*Yes!’’ 

Peggy remembered a_ funny 
incident from hers and Floyd’s 
childhood and related the following 
tous: ‘‘One time when Floyd and | 
had done something mischievous, 
we ran from Mama and I remember 
she switched us every step of the 
way home,’’ she said, laughing. 

Mr. Floyd told us that his favorite 
color is ‘‘blue’’; and that his favorite 
flower is ‘ta red rose;’’ he said his 
favorite season is ‘‘spring,’’ cause 
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it’s not too hot and the buttercups - 
some people call them jonquils - are 
blooming - I’ve got a bunch of them 
blooming in my yard and around my 
trailer;’’ his favorite holiday is 
“Christmas - ‘cause you get stuff - or 
at least I used to -- I used to get a 
flannel shirt, but now I don’t;’’ his 
favorite food, Peggy had previously 
told us: ‘‘He likes all food,’’ and 
when we repeated this to him, he 
laughed and said, ‘‘That’s right!’’ 

His hobbies are ‘‘walking and 
watching television. I like all those 
Stories. I like to play dominoes and 
checkers and Rook and Old Maid.”’ 

He really does like TV, 1 
gathered, from our conversation, 
and his own admission; in fact before 
1 left he took me to his room and 
proudly showed me his television 
set! 

Mr. Floyd has attended Baptist 
and Holiness churches during his 
lifetime, and told us, ‘‘I like to go to 
church.,’’ 

An LPN at the nursing home had 
the following nice things tosay about 
Mr. Floyd: ‘‘He’s so sweet. Floyd is 
one of our pets up here. He loves his 
coffee and always has to drink a cup 
with us on our break. He’s very 
nice.’’ 

We really enjoyed meeting and 
visiting with Mr. Floyd, and hope 
you did also! 

Please stop by and visit Floyd 
and all the other residents real soon!

UA Doctor Offers Rx For 


Summer Poinson Control 


Mid-summer outings usually in- 
clude lots of sunshine and fun--but 
special poison control problems can 
also accompany the sultry season. 

Insect bites are the most common 
problem, says Dr. Robert Geller, 
University of Alabama pediatrician 
and medical director for the Alabama 
Poison Center. 

While bees, mosquitoes, fire ants 
and ticks are all abundant wildlife in 
Alabama, the little critters do not 
have to limit your summer fun. 

Geller recommends the following 
treatments: 

***Bee stings can be treated with 
any unseasoned meat tenderizer, 
such as Adolph’s, that contains 
papain. 

***For fire ant bites, a baking soda 
paste will neutralize acid and reduce 
skin irritation. 

***Ticks, which can carry Rocky 
Mountain Spotted Fever, should be 
removed from the skin by pulling at 
the base of the tick, making sure to 
get the entire tick. If headache, 
fever, or rash occurs, consult a

***For mosquito bites, use a hydro- 
cortisone ointment and ‘‘don’t 


scratch the bite.’’ 

Snake bites are less common, but 
much more serious. Geller says 
copperheads, rattlesnakes and 
cottonmouths are the most common 
poisonous snakes in Alabama. The 
best cure for a snake bite is 
prevention, he adds. ‘‘Avoid areas 
where snakes are present, and if you 
are going to be in a snake-prone 
area, wear protective clothing such 


as pants and boots.”’ 


If some one is bitten, take these 
steps: 

***Get the victim away from the 
snake immediately. 

***Identify the snake, and kill it if 
possible. 

***Keep the victim clam, since 
getting excited will only make the 
venom spread more quickly. 
***Immobilize the bite area and 
place it at heart level; protect the 
bite area with a light bandage. Avoid 
incision and suction or using a tight 
constricting band, as these are more 
dangerous than beneficial. Seek 
medical attention immediately. 

Picnics and summer sun present 
a special problem: food poisoning. 
Geller recommends refrigeration for 
some foods, such as potato or 
chicken salad, Other foods, such as 
pork should be well cooked. Geller 
says food should be either hot or 
cold, never in between. If food 
poisoning does occur, he says to 
increase liquids to flush out the 
system. The victim should feel better 
in one, or at most, two days. If not, 
or if symptoms are severe, he or she 
should see a doctor. 

‘Poison ivy and poison oak can 
become an itchy situation if not 
treated properly. Geller recommends 
washing the affected area thoroughly 
and applying a hydrocortisone 
cream, Geller also says to ‘beware 
of eating berries from outdoor plants 
that you can not identify’. If some 
are accidentally eaten, try to get 
some of the leaves and/or berries 
and contact the Poison Center, 

Home gardners should be careful 
while using pesticides. If a strong 
solution is inhaled, nerve damage 
can result. Geller recommends 
spraying away from face, and wash- 
ing face and hands after spraying.

1. A final injunction would be 
issued against the conduct of further 
elections of members of the Coffee 
County Board of Education under the 
at-large election scheme provided 
Prete by state law.

In 1988 elections would be held in 
Districts 5, 4and 2.

1992 elections would be held in 
Districts 3 and 6. Board members 
would continue to serve six-year 
Staggered terms. . 

4, Plaintiffs are the prevailin, 
party in this action and are entitle 
torecover reasonable attorneys’ fees 
and expenses. The amount of 
attorneys’ fees and expenses will be 
determined by the court followin 
final approval of the propose 
compromise, Fees and expenses 
have not been part of the negotia- 
tions to this proposed settlement.

Care Of Scissors And Shears 


Sharp, easy-to-work shears are 
essential for the happy, successful 
seamstress. Shears should be oiled 
periodically. Place a drop of oil on 
the blade near the screw. Then leave 
the shears sitting a couple of days 
before use. 

Getting water on shears can 
cause rust. If shears or scissors get 
wet, wipe them dry immediately. 
Use a blow hair dryer to dry our the 
inside screw pivot area. Where 
humidity is high, shears should be 
wrapped or stored in a plastic bag. 


Pattern Alternation 


Angela G. Hughes 
Associate County Agent 


If you sew at home, you may need 
some help with pattern alternations. 
It’s best for beginners to get patterns 
with expanded instructional sewing 
guides written for beginners. Styles 
featured in such patterns usually 
require little fitting. The major 
fitting points to be concerned about 
are the circumference of the gar- 
ment, the position of the darts and 
other fitting devices such as gathers 
and pleats, and the length of the 
garment. 

Pin-fitting patterns will help you 
determine the proper fit. To pin-fit, 
pin darts, gathers or pleats, then join 
the stitching lines on the front and 
back sections. Carefully try on the 
pattern, securing the center front 
and center back of the pattern to 
elastic or ribbon tied around your 
waist. Check it for fit. When an 
adjustment is needed, remove pat- 
terns, make the change and check it 
by pin-fitting the pattern again.

Dr. Banach is a graduate of the 
Georgetown Medical School in 
Washington, D.C., and has been in 
Ozark for the past three-and-a-half 
years. He will be in the Elba clinic 
on Tuesdays from 10 a.m. until 2 
p.m. and will be available for 
surgery during the remainder of the 
day. 

“While gynecology is a very 
private medical practice between the 
doctor and patient, ’’ stated Dr. 
Banach, ‘‘the importance of.a 
gynecologist is essential to the good 
health of all women ages 16 and up, 
even those who are past the 
menopausal stage. A gynecologist 
should be thought of as not only a 
physician offering preventive 
medicine, but also as one who is 
concerned with primary care.”’ 

Dr. Banach stated an annual 
checkup is essential in the early 
detection of cervical, uterine and 
ovarian cancer and can also be a 


means of checking the entire 
reproductive system. 

‘“‘Women as young as 16 should 
be under the supervision of a 
gynecologist because at that age 
many girls are already experiment- 
ing with sex and should be given 
contraceptives as a means of birth 
control,’’ added Dr. Banach. ‘“‘I 
know that no parent likes to think of 
contraceptives for their young girls; 
however, the world is not the same 
as it was when they were growing up 
and by the age of 16 girls need to 
know about their bodies and possibly 
begin the use of contraceptives.’’ 

Dr. Banach will also offer medical 
assistance to patients who may have 
fertility problems and stated a 
complete series of tests may be used 
to help couples who wish to have 
children but have not been able to do 
$0.

relieve overcrowding at Elba 


The Elba City School Board met 
in special session last Friday 
morning to consider recommenda- 
tions of the superintendent to solve 
some overcrowding in the kinder- 
garten classes of the Elba school. 
The matter had been a hotbed of 
discussion at the monthly school 
board meeting a week earlier when a 
group of concerned parents 
expressed concern over the matter of 
class size in the kindergarten and 
first grades. 

The classes had 25 beginning 
students in each of four classes and 
parents and teachers expressed a 
desire for about 20. Alabama law 
allows the 25, but current belief is 
that smaller classes are better for 
students and teachers. 

Lynn Whitehurst, Chapter I 
Reading and Math teacher at the 
Middle School, was transferred to 
the kindergarten, She is certified in 
that area. Whitehurst, an Elba 
native, is in her first year with the 
Elba system, having previously 
taught in the Coffee County System 
at Kinston. She has a year of service 


in a Texas school, 

To replace Whitehurst in the 
Chapter I program, the superinten- 
dent recommended the transfer of 
Karen Scott from a newly-created 
position of Math and Reading spec- 
ialist with the elementary and middle 
schools, Scott has previously worked 
in the Chapter I position with the 
Elba school. Most recently she was 
with Troy State University doing 
inservice work with Alabama 
secondary school teachers. She is 
certified in the position. 

Board members were unanimous 
in approving both changes and gave 
Supt. Crews authority to hire two 
aides to help with the large number 
of students in the first grades. 

In other action the board 
approved a $3.00 daily increase in 
the pay of substitute bus drivers and 
placed assistant coach Frank Phillips 
on a 10-month contract retroactive to 
the beginning of school. An over- 
sight left him off the list when other 
assistant coaches received the 
extended contract at the last 
meeting. 


“I am very pleased to move 
forward with a program that is going 
to provide 1500 new housing units 
for low and moderate income 
Alabamians,’’ Goy. Hunt said. ‘‘In 
essence this program is like bringing 
in a new industry that will spend $72 
million, 

‘*The economic multiplier effect 
of that expenditure means about a 
quarter-of-a-billion dollars will be 
added to the state’s economy. The 
economic impact of this investment 
in housing will be to provide many 
jobs for housing and_ related 
industries. This is another step 
toward making Alabama a better 
place to live and work, and it is part 
of the economic revolution we're 
trying to bring about in our state.”’ 

Gov. Hunt said several factors 
contributed to initiating the program 


at this time, including the demand 


for additional housing units, the 
favorable market for these types of 
bonds and the cooperation of lending 
institutions,

Whitewater Creek Watershed to 


provide $5 million in aid 


The Whitewater Creek Water- 
shed Project has received final 
approval from the Soil Conservation 
Service, and local conservation 
Officials report the $5 million project 
will include approximately 164,000 
acres in Coffee and Pike Counties. 

Planning for the watershed 
project actually began in 1985; 
however, the federally funded 
program had to clear many hurdles 
during the past two years and only 
recently was given final approval. 

The project includes a total of 
164,000 acres with 83,000 acres 
being located in Coffee County and 
the remaining 81,000 acres in Pike 
County. 

Conservation officials, in making 
the announcement, stated that a 
watershed is a geographic boundary 
for runoff water that flows into a 
Stream, and insures that all the 
water that runs off the land will flow 
into a stream and not cause erosion 


problems. Major streams in the 
watershed are the Whitewater 
Creek, Walnut and Clearwater 


Creeks, all of which flow southerly 
into the Pea River. 

The watershed project consists of 
terracing the land, planting grass or 


trees to prevent erosion. Cost of the 
project is shared by the landowner 
(forty percent) and the United States 
Dept. of Agriculture (sixty percent), 
and participation in the project is 
completely voluntary. 

The entire project is expected to 
take approximately five years to 
complete and it is hoped that a 
minimum of 80 percent of the 
landowners affected will participate. 


Steve Musser, Coffee County Soil 
Conservation officer, reported that 
while not all farmers in the desig- 
nated area will need assistance, 
those that are in need of the project’s 
benefits should take advantage of 
the federal program and improve the 
quality of their land. 

‘All farms have problems with 
erosion,’’ stated Musser, ‘‘and by 
taking advantage of this program the 
landowners can receive funding to 
terrace their fields, install under- 
ground drainage systems and 
prevent future erosion problems.”’ 

Marion Sanders, a _ district 
director with the Conservation 
Service, stated that when sediment 
washes into streams il causes 
erosion problems for landowners and

Upon receiving notice of the 
grant, Sen. Shelby commented, 
“These funds will help provide 


necessary services to disadvantaged 
students attending Enterprise State 
Junior College. I look forward to the 
contributions these institutions will 
make in the area of education.”’ 
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also increases flood threats for those 
living downstream. 

“The watershed program can 
obviously help landowners in the 
area listed with the program,’’ 
Sanders said, ‘‘but it could also help 
residents down in Elba who have to 
live with the possibility of flooding. 
By eliminating erosion problems, the 
sediment will remain in the land and 
not wash out into the streams, 
causing eventual filling, leading to 
the possibility of flooding.’’ 

Of the approximately 83,000 
acres included in the Whitewater 
Creek Watershed, 13,000 acres are 
used as cropland, 7100 as pasture- 
land and over 57,400 in forestland. 

‘*Anyone who has large cave-in 
gullies should contact the Soil 
Conservation Service office now,’’ 
stated Musser, ‘‘but it will be two 
years before the landowners wishing 
funding under the Whitewater Creek 
program will be able to receive 
money. The watershed program is a 
contract type program in that the 
federal program guarantees the 
funds will be available and the 
landowner and contractor do the 
actual work, with the program 
paying for 60 percent of the total 
expense incurred. 

“Over one-and-a-half million 
dollars have been -used in the 
Wilkerson Creek Watershed, and 
landowners in the northern part of 
the county and any part lying within 
the boundaries of the Whitewater 
Creek Watershed could realize the 
same improvements that have been 
done in the southern part of the 
county,’”
